A FEW  days  ago  • a Pamphlet,  containing  no  lefs  than  fix  quarto  pages,  with  a 
large  Appendix,  entitled  a State  of  Fads,  or  Observations  on  Dr.  Heyfham’s 
Bills  of  Mortality  in  Carlifle,  for  the  Year  1782,  was  publiihed  by  Mr.  Hodgfon.  As 
the  evident  intent  and  meaning  of  this  elaborate  publication  was  to  reflect  honour  on  that 
Gentleman’s  character,  in  order  that  it  may  have  the  defired  effed,  he  thinks  it  ncceflary 
that  the  Public  fhould  be  acquainted  with  tire  Secret  Hiftory  of  the  State  of  Jfads. 

This  work  is  not  the  hafty  produdion  of  a moment,  nor  the  labour  of  a Single  indi- 
vidual, but  the  united  efforts,  as  I have  been  informed,  of  three  diftinguijhed  Perfonages , 
who  have  toiled  at  it  with  unremitting  and  almoft  unparalleled  afliduity  for  upwards 
of  nine  nveeks\ . Thefe  Perfonages  are,  firft,  Mr.  John  Hodgfon  late  Surgeon  to  the 
Carlifle  Difpenfary,  whofe  modejl  and  truly  amiable  character,  has  been  but  too  long  unno- 
ticed, and  unknown,  but  who  of  late,  however,  by  a fortunate  coincidence  of  circum- 
flances,  appears  to  be  a grateful  and  generous  friend  £ ; a fcrupulous  obferver  of  truth  ; a 
confeientions  chrifian ; and  one  whofe  extenfve  experience,  and  great  abilities  as  a Surgeon 
muf  entitle  him  to  the  efleem,  friend/hip,  and  patronage  of  the  virtuous  and  the  wife. 

The  fecotrd  is  fuppofed  to  be  a learned  and  ingenious  Ph)fcian\\,  who,  it  i3  faid,  with 
great  delicacy , not  above  fifty  yean  ago,  tranflated  a fhort  treatife  in  Latin,  on  the

The  third  and  lad,  though  not  lead  eminent  in  the  group,  is  Mr.  Wm.  Thompfon 
an  ingenious  and  'worthy  fchoolviajler  in  Carlifle. 

Each,  as  it  may  be  fuppofed,  had  his  particular  department  allotted  him.  It  was  the 
late  Surgeon's  bufinefs  to  inftiudt  Hugh  Sutherland  the  barber , and  Mary  his 
fpoufe,  not  only  what  to  fay,  but  what  to  conceal,  and  in  this  manner  he  collected  and 
furnilhed  the  materials;  thefe  materials  were  in  part  arranged  and  digeded  by  the 
learned  Doflor  ; but  it  was  the  province  of  the  Schoolmader,  as  being  better  acquainted 
with  the  rules  of  grammar,  and  the  arts  of  compofition,  to  revife,  correct,  and  fmooth 
the  language,  and  in  fhort  to  give  it  that  elegant  and polijhed  drefs , with  which  it  has  made 
its  appearance  in  the  world. 

So  much  for  the  State  of  Fa&s  previous  to  its  delivery  from  the  prefs. 

The  fird  obfervation  that  mud  drike  anyone  who  is  not  acquainted  with  the  circdm- 
danccs  which  have  preceded  its  publication  is,  that  this  mud  be  the  fird  time  Dr. 
Heyfham  has  been  thus  courtcou/ly  addrejfed  by  Mr.  Hodgfon.  1 o undeceive  fuch,  it 
may  be  neceffary  to  inform  them  and  the  Public,  that  this  is  neither  the  fird,  the  lecond, 
nor  the  third  time  that  Mr.  Hodgfon  has  wantonly  attempted , in  the  mojl  malicious  and 
hefiile  manner,  to  ruin  my  charafler.  But  hitherto  all  his  attacks  have  availed  him  little, 
they  have  been  nothing  more  than  “ the  barking  of  a cur  without  its  bite  ; the  reptile  s 
««  fwell  without  its  lting  ; or  the  hiding  of  the  viper  without  its  venom. 

From  each  of  his  affaults,  which  he  vainly  and  wickedly  hoped  would  have  over- 
whelmed me  with  infamy  and  difgracc,  I have  obtained,  what  is  my  utmoji  ambition,  and 
what  will  be  ever  dear  to  me,  the  praife  and  approbation  of  good  men. 

To  convince  my  readers  of  the  truth  of  what  I have  advanced,  1 fliall.  now  acquaint 
them  with  the  particulars  which  occurred  relative  to  this  bufinefs,  not  only  in  the  Mon  y 
Committees,  but  alfo  at  the  General  Meetings  of  the  Governors  of  the  Carhfle  Difpenfay. 

On  the  7th  of  May  Mr.  Hodgfon  attended  the  Monthly  Committee  , and  altho  he 
knew  I was  at  Lancader,  yet  with  hi,  ufual  candour,  he  took  the  advantage  of  my  fence; 
he  then  iniinuated  many  things  to  my  prejudice,  ahd  mifreprefented  the  affair  concerning 
II, Kd,  Sutherland,  in  fuel,  a manner  as  to  leave  a disagreeable  but  tranfitory  impreffon 
a gam  it  me,  on  the  minds  of  fome  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Committee  ; the?  however  had 
too  much  regard  for  their  character  to  enter  upon  the  bufinefs  during  my  able  nee,  an 

properly  recommended  him  to  drop  it  until  my  return  f.  , niTn-nfarv

benefit  of  his  friends  and  mankind  in  general.  It  is  thought  he- never  kept  a fecret,  however 
delicate  or  important,  longer  than  till  he  had  an  opportunity  of  revealing  it.  His  only 
foible  feems  to  be  too  much  credulity,  by  which  he  is  often  expofed  to  the  impertinence

he  made  his  appearance,  and  inllead  of  confining  himfelf  to  the  cafe  of  Hugh  Suther  , 
as  in  iuilice  he  ought  to  have  done,  he  accufcd  me  in  the  moil  unequivocal,  dir, a,  and 
pofitivl  terms  of  various  crimes  and  mifdemeanors,  which  were  reduced  to  three  geneia 
heads,  viz.  ercat  ignorance  in  Surgery  and  Anatomy,  great  negligence  ; and  great  cruelty  to 
the  patient,  recommended  to  my  care . And  while  he  was  loading  me  in  a very  lav.Jh 
manner , with  the  moft  degrading  and  opprobrious  epithets  to  be  found  in  the  Lngl.ih 
language,  he  was  not  /paring  of  thofe  encomiums  which  he  fondly  imagined  belonged  to 
himfelf  \ often  did  he  celebrate  his  own  knowledge  and  abilities  with  loud  and  reiterated 
felf approbation,  and  in  atone  of  exultation,  which  at  that  time  excited  laughter,  laid 
<<  J fhine  as  a Surgeon , and  the  world  has  long  known  it.  . . 

He  now  denies  that  he  ever  charged  me  with  being  guilty  of  cruelty  to  the  patients 
recommended  to  my  care  ; but  it  is  ufual  with  him  to  affert  and  deny  the  fame  thing  on 
the  fame  day,  nay  even  in  the  fame  hour  ; and  I believe  he  would  he  glad  to  get  clear  ut 
the  charge  of  ignorance  too,  but  l appeal  to  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Committee  it  what  1 
now  (late  is  not  exaclly  true. — l may  be  ignorant — Mr.  Hodgfon  has  faid  fo— I may 
have  been  negligent — Perhaps  fome  of  his  afEdavit-nw/;/e»  may  have  told  him  fo— But 
cruelty — 1 {pirn  the  imputation — I cannot  even  give  Mr.  Hodgson  credd  lor  this  It 
mull  have  come  from  the  Old  Accuser  of  the  Brethren.  Thank  God  1 have  a 


heart  which  can  feel  for  another’s  woe. 

To  anfwer  thefe  accufations,  which  were  not  the  efleCl  of  a fid  den  impulfe  of  pafjion, 
but  the  offspring  of  cool  and  malevolent  deliberation,  for  he  had  them  all  ready  upon 
paper,  I was  totally  unprepared  (if  innocence  is  ever  unprepared)  to  ward  off  tub 
fai.se  and  malicious  accusations  of  the  BASE. — I anfwered  him  immediately, 
and  proved  to  the  full  and  entire  fatisfaGlion  of  the  Committee  by  the  tedimony  of  Mr. 
Watfon  and  Mr.  Bell ; by  the  evidence  of  the  Daily  Report  Book  of  the  Dilpenlary, 
that  inllead  of  being  cruel  I had  been  humane  ; inllead  of  being  negligent  I had  been 
attentive  ; and  inllead  of  being  ignorant  that  it  was  HE  only  who  thought  nie  fo.  . 

When  I had  finilhed  my  defence  J we  both  retired,  and  the  Committee  unanimoufly 
ordered  the  following  refolution  to  be  entered  in  their  Minute  Book,  in  order  that  it 
might  be  publicly  read  at  the  next  General  Meeting  which  was  to  be  held  on  the  2d  of  July.

“ themfelves  obliged  to  give  their  thanks  to  Dr.  Heylham  for  his  diligence  and  attention  to 
“ the  Patients  recommended  to  his  care  J.”  After

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After  a patient  and  attentive  hearing,  both  of  the  accufer  and  the  accufed,  this  was 
the  folcmn  decifion  of  fix  rcfpc&able  Gentlemen,  whofe  charafters  are  above  the  imputa- 
tion of  being  iwayed  by  any  mean  or  ungenerous  motives;  it  was  a decifion  fufiiciently 
flattci ing  to  vie , and  tho  it  is  evident  the  Committee  behaved  with  the  utmofl  tendernefs 
and  delicacy  towards  my  adverfary,  in  order  to  give  him  an  opportunity  of  refigning 
with  the  lead  poflible  difgtace,  yet  fufiiciently  mortifying  to  him ; and  if  he  had^been 
po  fie  fled  of  the  lead  degree  of  fenfibility  he  would  have  indantly  refigned  ; his  refignation 
was  what  they  expeeded  ; the  propriety,  the  necefiity  of  it  was  urged  to  him  in  the 
flrongefl  and  mod  forcible  manner,  again  and  again,  by  his  bed  and  iincered  friend':  All 
Mr.  Mitchinfon’s  arguments  and  intreaties  were  however  in  vain  ; big  with  l:is  own 
importance,  and  intent  upon  my  ruin,  he  refolved  to  continue  near  me  but  as  an  open 
attack  had  not  been  attended  with  fuccefs,  he  changed  his  plan  of  operations,  and  now 
began  to  flab  in  the  dark  with  more  than  ambiguous  infinuations.  Where  ever  he  could 
gain  attention  he  reprefented  vie  as  a dangerous  perfon,  and  tho’  ignorant  in  my  profef- 
lion,  yet  artful,  faithlcfs,  and  defigning.  He  was  continually  prying  into  the  books  of 
the  Difpenfary,  took  partial  extrads  from  them,  and  produced  thefe  as  proofs  of  my 
incapacity,  and  even  imputed  to  me  fome  trifling  errors  of  another.  To  counteract 
thefe  fuggedions  I publilhed  tliofe  notes  in  the  Obfervations  on  the  Bills  of  Mortality, 
by  which  I told  the  world  and  him,  “ Jam  vides,  me  tibi  non  inimicum  fed  hofevt.” 
At  the  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors  of  the  Difpenfary  on  the  2d  of  July  the 
above  refolution  was  read  ; and  the  Governors,  many  of  whom  were  now'  acquainted 
with  what  had  pafled  in  the  Committee,  thought  a more  general  and  public  mark  of 
their  approbation  was  necefiary,  accordingly  it  was  unanimoufly  refolved : 

“ That  public  thanks  be  given  to  Dr.  Heyfitam  at  the  Anniverfary  Meeting,  for  his 
“ diligence  and  great  attention  to  the  patients  recommended  to  his  care*.” 

I now  come  to  Friday  the  22d  of  Augud,  when  “ A General  Meeting  of  the  Govcr- 
“ nors  of  the  Carlifle  Difpenfary  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall,”  (to  which  General 
Meeting  Mr.  Hodgfon  appealed)  “ to  enquire  into  the  merits  of  fome  difputes  fubfiding 
“ between  Dr.  Hey  (ham,  and  Mr.  Hodgfon  Surgeon  to  the  Difpenfary.”  The  pro- 
ceedings of  which  it  is  my  intention  to  relate. 

The  Meeting  was  refpe&able  not  only  on  account  of  the  number,  but  from  the  rank, 
the  abilities,  and  integrity  of  the  Members  who  compofed  it.  At  this  Meeting  every 
charge  againd  me  contained  in  the  State  of  Fafts,  and  many  others  which  Mr.  Hodgfou 
has  fince  thought  prudent  to  fupprefs,  were  fully  and  amply  difeufled  ; the  fame  per- 
fonages  who  now  figure  on  paper  upon  oath,  viz.  Hugh  Sutherland,  Mary  Sutherland, 
Wm.  Cow’in,  Dorothy  Wright,  and  Mary  Blackburn,  were  all  aflembled  in  the  Town 
Hall,  and  delivered  their  refpeefive  evidence. 

Every  favour,  every  indulgence,  which  my  accufer  had  a right  either  to  expeft  or 
demand,  was  granted  him,  and  if  any  partiality  was  (hewn  it  was  a partiality  towards 
him.  He  was  full  five  hours  in  delivering  his  charges  againd  me,  and  it  was  very  near 
ten  o’clock  at  night  before  he  had  finifiicd.  During  the  whole  time  he  was  heard,  not  only 
with  patience  and  attention,  but  every  Gentleman  feemed  anxious  to  invedigate  the 
truth  ; and  when  the  poor  fellow  appeared  unable  to  fum  up  his  evidence  it  was  ably 
and  impartially  done  for  him\.  About

f He  read  all  his  charges  and  the  queftions  which  he  allied  his  witnefles. 
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About  ten  o’clock  I began  my  defence,  and  at  half  part  eleven,  when  I had  finilhed 
nearly  about  two  thirds  of  it,  the  Meeting,  being  fully  Satisfied,  defiled  me  to  fit  down. 

I acquiefced  with  relu&ance  ; yet  in  that  (hort  period  I had  fully  confuted  all  my  accu- 

fer’s  charges  ; firft,  either  by  his  own  witnclTes,  (mod  of  whom  but  too  evidently  appear- 
ed to  be  fuborned)  on  their  crofs  examination  ; or,  fecondly,  by  the  teilimony  of 
Mr.  Blain,  Mr.  Watfon,  Mr.  Bell,  and  Mr.  Hinde  Mr.  Elain's  apprentice  ; and,  laftly, 
by  the  evidence  of  the  Daily  Report  Book  of  the  Difpenfary,  and  in  the  cafe  of  Hugh 
Sutherland,  by  Mr.  Blain’s  Day  Book  ; in  (hort,  the  following  Refolution,  which  was 

dictated  by  the  Right  Hon.  the  Earl  of  Surrey,  the  Prefidcnt,  was  ordered  to  be  en- 

tered in  the  Minute  Book  : 

“ Refolved  unanimoufly,  that  Mr.  Hodgfon  has  not  proved  his  charges  againft  Dr. 
“ Heyfhamf.” 

The  difmijjion  of  the  Surgeon  being  now  inevitable,  a Motion  for  that  purpofc  was  about 
to  be  made  by  a Gentleman  of  diilinguifhcd  worth  and  abilities,  when  the  General  Meet- 
ing chofe  rather  to  adopt  the  lenient  meafures  of  the  Committee  of  the  4th  of  June,  and 
adjourned  to  feven  o’clock  the  following  evening.  But  the  adjournment  was  exprefly 
declared  to  be  for  the  purpofe  of  giving  him  an  opportunity  of  refigning,  which  at  that 
time  anfwered  every  purpofe  of  an  expulfion. 

From  the  unanimous  decifion  of  this  refpedable  Meeting];,  who  were  folemnly  aflem- 
bled  in  the  capacity  of  Judges,  my  adverfary  has  thought  proper  to  appeal  to  the 
Public. 

Can  it  then  be  a matter  of  furprife,  or  uneafinefs  to  me,  to  be  thus  attacked  by  a man 
who  has  fo  often  violated  the  facred  name  of  truth  ; by  a man,  who  at  the  fame  time  he 
afperfes  my  chara&cr,  can  dare  to  afperfe  the  chara&ers  of  fo  many  of  that  refpe&able 
Meeting,  by  whofe  favour  he  was  fuffered  to  efcape  with  fo  much  lenity  ? For  what  is 
his  State  of  Fafts  but  a direct  imputation  of  partiality  in  the  Judges  towards  me,  and  a 
flagrant  violation  of  juft  ice  towards  him. 

I (hall  make  no  further  remarks  upon  the  Exordium  of  the  State  of  Fa&s,  than,  that 
it  is  a piece  of  elegant  compoftion,  but  come  to  the  bottom  of  the  firft  page,  where  my 
adverfary  feems  to  entertain  fome  doubts  whether  any  advantages  can  be  derived  from 
the  publication  of  Obfervations  on  the  Bills  of  Mortality.  As  it  would  be  great  arro- 
gance for  me  to  contend  with  Mr.  Hodgfon,  on  a fubjedl  with  which  he  is  fo  intimately 
acquainted,  I (hall  only  refer  my  readers  to  PercivaV $ Eff.  vol.  II.  and  to  the  concluiion 
of  Dr.  Monro’s  letter  in  the  Appendix,  No.  II.

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Little  need  be  faid  about  Mr.  Hodgfon’s  polite  and  civil  behaviour  toward*  me,  and 
dill  lef6  concerning  his  promife  of  "fitting  me  in  a favourable  point  of  vienu  to  any  who 
“ fhoiild  chufe  to  call  upon  tne.” 

The  next  long  paragraph  contains  many  mifreprefentations  and  falf  hoods ; but,  as  the 
whole  of  it  is  in  a great  meafure  foreign  to  the  fubjedt  in  quedion*,  I (hall  not  take  up 
much  of  my  readers  time  in  refuting  it.  Mod  of  the  Governors  are  now  acquainted  with 
the  difngenuous  arts  f by  which  he  obtained  his  election,  and  not  many  are  ignorant  of 
his  uncandid  and  illiberal  behaviour  towards  me  on  that  occafion  ; a behaviour,  which, 
however,  at  the  earned  folicitation  of  one  of  his  friends,  I not  only  forgave  but  had  almod 
forgot. 

The  whole  of  the  paragraph  near  the  top  of  the  fifth  page,  from  the  word  wherein  to 
pamphlet,  (here  I mud  intreat  my  readers  to  excufe  me  from  quoting  the  paffages  at  length 
which  I mean  to  contradift)  is  a diredt  falfehood  ; and  I flatter  myfelf,  thofe  who  know 
me  bed,  will  not  fufpeft  me  of  being  either  fo  foolilh,  or  fo  wicked,  as  to  folemnly  aflert 
that  to  be  falfe,  which  if  true,  I might  acknowledge  without  (hame,  or  the  imputation  of 
ignorance  ; for  of  what  confequencc  is  it  who  fuggeded  the  idea  of  opening  the  Antrum 
Maxillare,  but 

“ Little  things  feem  great  to  little  men.” 

If  any  perfon  fuggeded  the  idea  to  me  it  was>  Mr.  Mafley,  a perfon  I never  fpokc  to 
in  my  life  ; the  circumdances  are  thefe,  about  the  middle  of  lad  April  a Lady  told  me 
that  Ann  Liddell  continued  extremely  ill,  and  that  (he  underdood  Mr.  Mafley  was  going 
to  cut  her,  or  perform  fome  operation,  and  that  (he  was  afraid  he  might  do  her  harm  ; 
flic  at  that  time  defired  me  to  take  her  under  my  care  again  in  the  Difpenfary.  I told 
her  (he  fliould  be  immediately  admitted,  and  by  way  of  experiment  we  would  open  the 
Antrum,  which  was  the  operation,  I imagined,  (but  without  knowing  it  for  certain) 
Mr.  Maffey  intended  to  perform.  Whether  I claimed  any  merit  or  not,  from,  as  I have 
faid  before,  one  of  the  fimplefl  operations  in  Surgery,  may  be  gathered  from  my  own 
words  in  the  hidory  of  the  patient’s  cafe,  “ By  way  of  experiment , but  without  any 
fanguine  hopes  of  fuccefs , I ordered  the  Antrum  to  be  perforated  J, 

The  following  is  the  fubdance  of  the  converfation  between  Mr.  Watfon  and  me  in  the 
conference  alluded  to.  Mr.  Watfon,  in  that  conference,  very  much  doubted  whether

* Mr.  Hodgfon  has  forgot  his  cruel  behaviour  to  a lady  of  delicate  feelings  and  great 
fenfibility,  and  the  effedts  which  it  produced,  otherwife  he  would  have  recohedted  that 
I offended  him  by  reprcfenting  the  propriety  of  making  an  apology  for  what  he  had  done.

“ faculty which  he  propofed  to  call,  about  a difpute  which  he  had  with  another  Surgeon 
in  Carlifle  ; wherein,  from  his  own  account,  he  evidently  appeared  to  be  wrong.  Upon 
this  occafion  I gave  him  the  mod  friendly  advice. 

j-  His  indudry  on  the  canvafs  was  certainly  laudable  ; he  rode  night  and  day,  flew 
from  one  part  of  the  county  to  another,  with  adonilhing  rapidity  ; and  wherever  he 
thought  that  one  Gentleman  had  influence  over  another,  he  took  care  to  tell  the  latter 
that  the  former  was  his  friend.  Thus  he  dated  to  feveral  Governor®  that  Mr.  ’ "as 

his  warm  friend,  and  had  promifed  to  fupport  him,  altho’  that  Gentleman  had  by  no 
means  done  fo.

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Mr.  Hodgfon  would  be  able  to  perforate  the  Antrum  properly  or  not,  I told  him  the 
operation  was  fo  eafy,  that  he  could  fcarcely  make  any  blunder;  but,  in  order  effeftual- 
ly  to  prevent  it,  I defired  him  to  examine  Dr.  Monro’s  Lcftures  on  Surgery,  a cop; 
of  which  he  had.  rr"

... The  copy  was  produced  ; and  with  fome  difficulty  (for  there  was  no 

index)  we  found  direftions  for  perforating  the  Antrum. 

The  next  day  I called  at  Mr.  Hodgfon’s,  with  an  intention  of  informing  him,  that 
Ann  Liddell  was  foon  to  be  admitted  a Patient,  and  that  the  Antrum  was  to  be  perfo- 
rated ; but  he  was  from  home,  fo  that  he  did  not  know  my  intentions  till  the  next  day. 
The  24th  of  April  at  length  arrived,  when  Mr.  Hudgfon,  Mr.  Watfon,  Mr.  Graham, 
and  myfelf,  went  to  the  patient ’6  houfe  to  perform  the  operation.  The  patient  was 
placed  in  a proper  pofition,  and  upon  opening  her  mouth  it  appeared  that  all  the  Dentes 
Molares  or  Grinders  had  been  extracted  long  beforef.  When  Mr.  Hodgfon  was  going 
to  perforate  the  cavity,  it  appeared  clearly  to  be  his  intention  to  make  the  perforation  too 
far  back  in  the  mouth,  and  confequcntly  too  near  the  pofterior  end  of  the  Antrum;  upon 
which  I faid,  “ I think  you  are  going  too  far  back,  Mr.  Hodgfon  ; the  opening  fliould 
“ not  be  made  farther  back  than  where  the  laft  tooth  but  one  had  been.”  He  imme- 
diately anfwered  that  “ the  opening  was  to  be  made  from  the  focket  of  the  lull  Molar 
“ Tooth,  and  that  Dr.  Monro  exprefsly  ordered  it  to  be  done  fo  in  his  Leftures.”  I told 
him  in  a very  gentle  manner  “ he  was  miftaken,  for  I had  read  Dr.  Monro’s  Lectures  on 
the  fubjeft  but  two  or  three  days  before^. 

He  then  perforated  the  Jaw  with  the  Trocar,  rather  nearer  the  corner  of  the  mouth 
than  he  firft  propofed,  and  after  the  Trocar  was  withhrawn,  he  introduced  another  inflru- 
ment,  I believe  of  his  own  invention,  but  with  what  intention  neither  Mr.  Watfon  or 
myfelf  were  able  to  difeover;  at  leaft  no  objeft  was  obtained,  for  he  took  it  out  again 
without  accompli  filing  any  one  circumllance  whatever ; and  afterwards  propofed  to  intro- 
duce a fmall  lilver  Canula.  I told  him  “ a piece  of  Gentian  Root  would  anfwer  much 
“ better,  as  the  Canula  would  not  ftay  in  the  orifice.  “ I warrant  it  will,”  faid  he. 
He  then  attempted  to  introduce  it,  and  with  great  difficulty  did  fo  ; but  before  he  had 
taken  his  fingers  out  of  the  patient’s  mouth  the  Canula  dropped  out  of  the  orifice  ; and 
he  was  then  fatisfied  the  Gentian  Root  would  be  preferable,  and  it  was  afterwards  intro- 
duced. In  this  manner  the  operation  was  performed,  and  I never  faid  a word  about  it 
to  any  perfon,  except  Mr.  Watfon,  until  he  introduced  the  fubjeft  before  the  Committee. 

Having  accurately  and  truly  related  the  particulars  which  occurred  in  the  patient’s 
houfe,  I (hall  now  Rate  the  proceedings  on  this  buiinefs  before  the  Committee  on  the  4th 
ot  June  II,  which  was  about  five  weeks  after  the  operation,  and  when  the  circumftanccs 
attending  it,  were  frefh  in  every  one’s  memory.  On  that  day,  among  many  other  things, 
lie  brought  forvyard  the  cafe  of  Ann  Liddell,  “ here”  faid  he  “ the  Doftor  has  proved 
himfelf  grofsly  ignorant  in  Surgery  and  Anatomy  ; for  when  I was  perforating  the 
Antrum  from  the  focket  of  the  laft  Molar  Tooth,  he  advifed  me  to  make  the  opfning 

ft-.<ed  nv  T M ‘‘'I  ^ lhaVhctlaft  Tooth  one.”  I admitted  that  he  had 
d i'rcft i ivnl  *°  h,m  but  contended  that  they  were  agreeable  to  the 

directions  ot  Dr.  Monro,  and  immediately  called  upon  Mr.  Watfon,  who  declared  to  the

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Committee,  1 ta.,t  Dr.  Monro  recommended  the  lad  I ootlt  hut  011c  to  he  dmittij  and 
“ the  perforation  to  be  made  from  its  bucket  *. 

Mr.  Bell,  who  had  left  Edinburgh  about  a month  before,  and  had  been  attendin'*  Dr. 
Monro’s  Lcftures,  next  culled.  He  declared  “that  lie  particularly  remembered 
“ what  Dr.  Monro  bad  fuid  upon  the  fubjedt,  and  that  fo  far  from  his  advifing  the 
“ opening  to  be  made  from  the  focket  of  the  lall  tooth,  he  advifed  the  lad  tooth  but  two, 
“ or  the  third  Molar  to  be  drawn,  which  he  faid  was  the  center  Tooth.”  After  thefc 
two  Gentlemen  had  delivered  their  evidence,  one  of  the  Members  of  tl  c Committee  got 
up,  and  laid,  “ Mr.  llodgfon  yon  Humid  not  accufe  Dr.  Heyfham  of  ignorance,  you 
“ fltould  go  to  Edinburgh  a id  iuilrudt  Dr.  Monro.”  To  this  he  made  no  anfwer,  but 
hung  down  his  head,  and  I believe  for  the  fird  and  lad  time  exhibited  fome  fymptoms 
of  a fenfe  of  (hame. 

If  this  be  a true  date  of  the  cafe,  how  are  we  to  account  for  Dr.  Monro’s  approbation 
of  Mr.  Hodgfon  s mode  of  operating  ? The  anfwer  is  (hurt  but  convincing,  beeaufe  Mr. 
Hodgfon  dated  the  cafe,  fo  far  as  it  relates  to  the  Tooth  which  ought  to  be  drawn,  in 
his  letter  to  Dr.  Monro,  exactly  in  the  fame  manner  as  I had  advifed  him  to  perform 
the  operation,  viz.  from  the  fourth  Molar  Tooth,  which  is  no  other  but  the  lafl  'Tooth  but 
one.  Nay,  I will  even  grant  that  Mr.  Hodgfon  had  confullcd  Dr.  Monro’fi  Lectures 
Iftfore  he  performed  the  operation.  How  then,  it  will  be  afked,  could  he  fay  that  1 had 
recommended  him  to  do  it  in  an  improper  manner?  beeaufe  he  did  not  know  how  many 
Molar  Teeth  or  Grinders  were  even  in  his  own  head.  He  thought  there  were  only  four 
on  each  fide  of  each  Jaw,  hence  the  fourth  mujl  be  the  Inf};  but  unfortunately  for  him  it 
happens  that  there  arc  fve  Molar  Teeth , and  that  the  fifth  is  the  lafl,  and  the  fourth  con- 
fequently  the  Inf  Tooth  but  one.  In  this  fate  of  ignorance  he  remained  until  he  arrived 
at  Edinburgh f ; lie  there  f mud  a Tooth  in  his  head  with  which  he  was  totally  unacquainted , 
called  the  Dens  Sapientix , or  Tooth  of  Wifdom , from  its  coming  through  the  gums  J.  be- 
tween the  age  of  15  and  21.  But  this  Tooth,  it  feems,  did  not  make  us  appearance 
in  Mr.  Hodgfon  until  he  was  between  30  and  40  years  of  age. 

In  confequcnce  of  the  operation  being  made  fo  far  back  in  the  month,  and  fo  near  the 
poferior  end  of  the  Antrum,  it  was  impofllhle  to  examine  the  inlide  of  the  cavity,  cither 
with  the  eye,  or  with  proper  in (Iruments ; the  infedts  alfo  had  a confiderable  fpace  to 
lodge  in  ; hence  we  fee  the  lirft  infed  was  not  difeharged  till  the  5th,  the  fecond  not  till 
the  8th,  and  the  third,  which  came  away  piece  meal,  was  not  wholly  difchargeJ  until 
the  77th  or  28th  day  after  the  operation  was  performed |j.  Whereas  if  the  perforation

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had  been  made  properly,  viz.  in  the  center  of  the  Antmm,  it  is  more  than  probable  they 
would  have  been  immediately  brought  away  by  the  injection,  or  we  fliould  have  had  an 
opportunity  of  extracting  them  with  a proper  inftrnment. 

In  the  Obfervations  on  the  Bills  of  Mortality,  it  is  faid,  Mr.  Hodgfon  hawked  the 
infefta  about  the  town,  country,  &c.  See.  which  I here  in  the  fullelt  manner  acknowledge 
to  be  erroneous,  and  this  acknowledgment  I fhould  have  made  altho*  the  certificate  of 
Ann  Liddell,  Sarah  Sewell,  and  IfabeVla  l’orter,  had  never  been  publiihed.  Inllead  of  the 
word  Lnrvx  I ought  to  have  ufed  Larva,  viz.  in  the  fingular  number,  for  in  truth  lie  only 
hawked  one  in  fed  about  the  town  and  country  ; and  that  lie  did  fo  I think  nobody 
doubts.  The  firfl  infedl  was  difeharged  on  the  28th  of  April,  and  was  not  lent  to  the 
Difpcnfary  till  about  noon  on  the  2d  of  May  ; and  1 imagine  it  would  never  have  been 
fent  if  Mr.  Mitchinfon  had  not  pointed  out  to  my  ndverfary  the  necettity  of  fucli  a mea- 
i'ure.  I lhall  now  (late  the  evidence  which  appeared  both  before  the  Committee  on  the 
41b  of  Jiine,  and  the  General  Meeting  on  the  22d  of  Atigull. 

Mr  Watfon  declared  at  both  thefc  Meetings.  ‘-  that  he  had  gone  to  Mr.  Hodgfon’s 
“ houfe  feveval  times,  at  my  particular  rcquell*,  in  order  to  get  the  in  fed  ; that  one 
“ time  he  found  Mr.  Hodgfon  in  his  liable,  who  had  the  infect  in  his  pocket,  and  rc- 
“ fufed  to  fend  it;  that  another  time  he  was  informed  by  fonie  of  Mr.  Hodgfon’s  appren- 
“ tices,  that  Mr.  H.  had  taken  the  infect  with  him  into  the  country  ; and  a third  time 
“ that  Mr.  H.  was  gone  to  Capt.  Knubley’s,  and  hail  taken  the  infect  along  with  him.” 
This  evidence  Mr.  Hodgfon  heard  in  the  Committee,  and  did  not  attempt  to  contradict 
it  ; therefore  it  was  conlidered  as  true,  not  only  by  myfelf,  but  1 believe  by  all  the  Gen- 
tlemen of  the  Committee.  And  that  it  was  (hewn  in  the  town  was  fo  notorious-)-,  that, 
I think  I may  almolt  without  a figure  fay,  the  whole  town  had  feen  it.  Nay  fo  early  as 
the  29th  of  April  a drawing  had  been  made  of  it  by  fome  of  the  Stampcry  Boys;  and 
if  any  perfon  is  anxious  to  know  nvkat  country  people  faw  it  before  it  was  feat  to  the  Lif- 
penfary,  he  may  be  fully  fatisfied  by  making  proper  enquiry  in  the  parilhes  of  Sebergham, 
Burgh,  and  Orton. 

Why  Mr.  Hodgfon  obtained  a certificate  from  Mifs  Waugh  and  Mifs  Betty,  in  prefe- 
rence to  the  hundreds  who  had  feen  it  I cannot  tell,  hut  I am  very  certain  when  the  uote 
was  written  I did  not  know  that  he  had  taken  it  to  their  houfe. — Nor  was  it  declared, 
as  Mr.  H.  afferts  in  the  State  of  Facts,  at  the  General  Meeting,  that  it  had  been  flu  wa 
at  Finland  Riggt*  A Gentleman,  to  whom  Mr.  H.  behaved  with  gmit  illiherality, 
dated  what  evidence  had  appeared,  concerning  the  infeCl,  before  the  Committee  ; and 
which  was  not  refuted,  or  even  contradicted,  and  therefore  believed. 

I (hall  difmifs  this  fuhjeft  with  putting  one  queflion  to  Mr.  Hodgfon.  What  could  be 
his  reafon  for  keeping  the  mfc£t  four  or  five  days  in  hispnfleffi  on  ? perhaps  no  better  an- 
fwer  can  be  given  than  to  a brother  phyfician  when  he  gravely  a iked,  What  reafon  Mr. 
Dacre’s  horfe  had  for  not  winning  the  race  at  Baflenthwaite  ? 

1 he  cafe  of  Hugh  Sutherland  naturally  prefents  itfelf  again  ; and  here  T ihink  T may 
venture  to  aflert,  that  Mr.  Hodgfon  is  the  lull Jlrining  Surgeon.  who  difrega;  ding  the  little 
prejudices  of  the  world,  and  from  motives,  no  doubt  purely  humane , puhlifhes  Upon  oath 
too,  his  own  inability  to  perform  an  operation,  which  in  the  Committee,  he  reprclciited  a? 

extremely  eafy>  and  requiring  little  dexterity  or  anatomical  knowledge.”

1.  1 hut  Hugh  Sutherland  is  a very  infirm  man,  and  had  not  for  many  years  been  able 
to  retain  a gill  of  urine  in  his  bladder  at  any  one  time . 

2;  . * *iat  *le  laboured  under  a fupprdlion  of  urine,  and  Mr.  Hodgfon  attempted  to  draw 
I.  us  water,  but  introduced  the  Catheter  in  a very  awkward  manner,  and  would  not 
follow  my  advice. 

. 3*  1 hat  Mr.  Hodgfon  was  upwards  of  twenty  minutes  in  attempting  to  introduce  that 
mftrument,  but  could  not  do  it,  put  the  patient  to  a great  deal  of  pain,  and  brought  away 

nothing  but  blood.  & ) 

4.  1 hat  Mr.  Hodgfon  alledgcd  there  was  “ an  evident  objlrudion  in  the  Urethra." 

5.  I hat  the  urine  drawn  oft,  without  difficulty  by  Mr.  Blain,  was  meafured,  and  ex- 
ceeded three  pints. 

6.  A hat  Mr.  Blain  drew  off  the  patient’s  urine  three  times  on  the  i^th  of  February,  and 
drew  off  each  time  near  three  pints. 

7.  1 hat  Mr.  Blain  frequently  introduced  Mr.  Creighton’s  Catheters,  and  that  one  of 
them  remained  in  the  patient’s  bladder  twenty-four  hours. 

h.  1 hat  Mr.  Hodgfon  had  been  guilty  of  a deliberate  falfehood,  which  he  objlinately 
perfffed  in  for  upwards  of  three  months. 

The  greateft  part  of  the  lit  was  fo  evident  to  every  one,  who  had  an  opportunity  of 
feeing  the  patient,  that  Mr.  Hodgfon,  with  all  his  effrontery,  has  not  dared  to  contradidt 
it.  He  is  not,  however,  fo  delicate  with  refpedt  to  the  2d,  but  afTerts  it  to  be  altogether 
falfc,  and  has  prevailed  upon  Hugh  Sutherland  and  his  wife  to  fwear  that  it  is  fo.  I,  on 
the  contrary,  maintain  what  I have  faid  to  be  true,  and  I flatter  myfelf  the  generality  of 
my  readers  will  think  a deaf  f perfon  who  fwears  that  his  urine  was  only  drawn  off  twice 
in  an  afternoon,  tho’  it  was  really  drawn  off  three  times,  will  be  able  to  give  a very 
imperfedt  account  of  the  converfation,  &c.  which  parted  between  me  and  my  adverfary, 
and  particularly  at  a time  when  he  was  afflidted  with  the  mofl  excruciating  pain,  unlefs 
his  memory  had  been  refrefbed  'with  frequent  inJlruStions. 

The  third,  Mr.  Hodgfon  flatly  contradidls,  and  both  the  patient  and  his  wife  have 
fworn  that  it  is  falfe.  They  have  all  reduced  the  twenty  minutes  to  four  : the  redudtion 
is  great,  and  if  true,  wonderful  ; for  can  it  be  fuppofed  that  Mr.  Hodgfon,  the  “ expert

What  was  he  doing  during  the  remaining  twenty-fix  minutes  ' For  1 folcmnly  declare 
I went  for,  and  literally  run  to,  Mr.  Blain  the  moment  Mr.  Hodgfon  had  given  the  matter 
ut>,  and  propofed  to  leave  the  poor  man  to  his  fate,  and  Mr.  Blain  ||  returned  with  me  imme- 
diately ; how  then,  I fay,  did  he  employ  his  time  ? if  wc  examine  the  Appendix,  No.  VI. 
we  fhall  not  remain  long  in  the  dark;  Hugh  Sutherland  himfelf,  and  I am  certain  he  had 
great  reafon  to  be  acquainted  with  the  affair,  will  inform  us.  \\  hat  does  he  fay  ? he  tells 
us,  “ that  Mr.  Hodgfon  was  upwards  of  twenty  minutes  in  attempting  to  introduce  the 
“Catheter,  and  that  he  brought  away  nothing  but  blood,  and  put  him  to  a great  deal 'of 
“ pain."  This  accounts,  in  a rational  manner,  how  Mr.  H.  employed  his  time  during 
the  half  hour,  and  at  the  fame  time  proves,  that  his  labour  was  not  altogether  in  vain,  for 
two  objefts  were  accompliflied  by  it,  viz.  a free  difeharge  of  Hood , and  a confiderahle 
degree  of  pain. 

The  fourth , my  adverfary,  has  either  admitted,  or  not  thought  proper  to  contradict  ; 
but  as  every  thing  that  he  admits  may  be  doubted,  I Ih.ill  prove  the  truth  ol  it  by  Mr. 
Blain,  who  declares  that  Mr.  H.  told  him  foon  after  he  had  entered  the  patient’s  room, 
“ that  § there  was  fuch  an  obllru&ion  in  the  Urethra  as  reudered  it  impoflible  to  take 
“ off  the  water.”  And  again,  “ there  is  the  obftmflion,”  and  in  an  inftant  the  inllru- 
ment  entered  the  man’s  bladder.  What  then  my  friend,  for  you  “ have  Hill  the  happinefs 
“ of  being  on  a good  footing  with  all  the  Phyficians  in  town,”  were  your  fenfatioas  at 
fo  unexpected  but  fo  wifticd  for  an  event?  Did  not  your  eye,  the  index  of  the  foul,  fparkle 
with  joy  ? Was  it  not,  tell  me  candidly,  and  do  not  be  bafhful,  the  happieft  moment  of 
your  life  ? You  indeed  had  reafon  to  rejoice  that  HIS  life  (hould  be  laved,  who  has 
fince  proved  fo  fteady,  and  yet  fo  complying  a friend,  who  will  not  only  fay,  but  fvvear 
whatever  you  defire. 

And  if  there  was  an  obftru&ion  in  the  Urethra,  my  good  friend,  which  rendered  it 
impoffihle  to  introduce  the  Catheter,  the  Catheter  was  not  to  blame  ; and  I ain  ccitain 

you 


are  they  made  to  tell  us  ? what  every  old  wife  muff  know,  viz.  that  a Catheter  proper 
for  u flout  man  mull  be  too  large  for  a little  boy  ! A goofe  knows  a gander  from  a goflirig. 
But  perhaps  the  late  Surgeon,  in  his  defence  may  fay,  it  was  the  learned  Phyfician  who 
recommended  and  infilled  on  this  note  being  introduced.

But  if  the  Catheters  had  been  too  crooked  or  too  Jiraight, 
yr  you.  had  roally  thought  them  fo,  would  not  you,  who  have  been  fo  often  accuftomed 
to  bovyow,  have  gone  out,  and  borrowed  another,  rather  than  have  permitted  Mr.  Blain 
to  come  and  interfere  in  your  practice.  If  you  had  done  fo,  I dare  fay  Mr.  Blain  would 
hot,  hi  ye  refufed  you.  But  enough,  the  matter  has  been  urged  too  far,  (hould  I proceed 

youjr  deljcacy,  I am  afraid,  will  be  offtnded.

Mr.  Hodgfon  pofitively  contradicts  ]j  the  Jixth,  and  aflerts  that  Hugh  Sutherland’s 
urine  was  only  twice  drawn  off  on  the  24th  of  February,  viz.  at  one  o’clock  in  the  after- 
noon, and  at  feven  o’clock  in  the  evening.  Hugh  and  his  wife,  as  ufual,  exaClly  fwear  $ 
what  the  other  has  averted,  viz.  that  the  urine  was  only  drawn  off  twice  that  day,  viz. 
“ atone  o’clock,  and  about  feven  in  the  evening.” 

Is  it  poflible  that  a man,  who,  in  the  fituation  that  Hugh  was  then  in,  could  recoiled 
fuch  minute  and  trifling  circumltanccs  as  he  pretends  to  have  done,  and  yet  (hould  forget 
that  a Catheter  was  introduced  into  his  bladder  ; (hould  forget,  that  by  the  introduction 
cif  that  Catheter,  he  was  relieved  from  a dangerous  and  painful  difordtr?

If  then  the  patient’s  urine  was  drawn  off  three  times  on  that 
tlay-.arc  uot'thcfe  two  perfons  guilty  of  a crime,  which  has  been  held  in  the  utmoft.de- 
trlfcation-  in! every  age  and  in  every  country'  in  the  world  ? That  it  was  drawn  off  three 
limes  is  now  my  bufinefs  to  prove.

evening. 

In  the  fecond  place  Robert  Hinde,  Mr.  Blain’s  apprentice,  has  alfo  declared  upon 
oath  * that  he  twice  accompanied  his  mailer  to  Hugh  Sutherland’s  houfc  on  the  24th  of 
February,  viz.  at  four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  about  leven  o’clock  in  the  evening, 
and  faw  him  draw  off  near  three  pints  of  the  patient’s  urine  each  time. 

To  this  teftimony  I lhall  add  the  evidence  of  two  Day  Books,  than  which  nothing 
can  be  llronger,  or  more  convincing,  as  they  were  written  at  the  time  when  the  circum- 
llance*  occmred ; at  a time  when  it  was  impoflible  to  forefee  that  any  difpute  would 
happen  ; they  were  written  by  different  perfons,  who  had  not  the  hail  idea  of  what  each 
other  did. 

In  the  Daily  Report  Book  of  the  Difpenfary,  page  91,  it  is  expreftly  mentioned  that 
Hugh  Sutherland's  urine  was  drawn  off  three  times  on  the  241)1  of  Februaiy,  17^3-* 
and  the  fame  fadl  is  entered  in  Mr.  Blain’s  Day  Book  on  the  24th  of  February.  Bo.U 
Books  were  produced,  read,  and  examined  at  the  General  Meeting  on  the  2 2d  of  ,\u  u:L 
After  thus  dating  the  evidence  to  make  any  comments  would  be  to  infult  my  renders.  ° 

We  now  come  to  the  feventh,  which  Mr.  Hodgfon  makes  no  fcruplc  to  contradict  ; 
for  having  got  into  a habit  of  lying , he  finds  it  difficult,  on  the  moll  trifling  matters! 
to  fpeak  truth. 

What  does  Mr.  Blain  fay,  who  may  be  fuppofed  to  be  acquainted  with  this  circ.u ro- 
mance? He  informs  us  that  “ he  frequently  introduced  Mr.  Creighton’s  Catheter,  and 
“ always  with  the  fame  cafe  as  his  ownj  and  the  apprentice  fays,  he  «•  faw  Mr. 
“ Blain  frequently  draw  off  Hugh  Sutherland’s  urine  with  Mr.  Creighton’s  Catheters*

taken  till  the  morning  of  the  25th,  when  neither  Mr.  Blain  nor  myfelf  were  prtfent  • 
therefore  whatever  the  cafe  contains  he  mull  have  had  from  the  information  of  Hugh  or 
his  wife.

Hugh  mull  either  have  informed  him  wrong,  or  he  mull  have 
m.funderllood  Hugh  or  he  might  have  made  a millake  in  tranferibing  the  cafe  from  the 
pocket  book,  ,n  which  ,t  was  taken  down  in  the  patient's  houfe,  into  the  large  folio  book 
kept  at  the  D.fpenfary^  I he  other  t.mcs  fpecified  exaftly  agree  with  the  times  Hated 
in  the  affidavits  of  Mr.  Blain,  and  l..»  apprentice  ; yet  Mr.  Watfon  did  not  know  either 
ivhen  or  how  often,  the  Catheter  was  introduced,  until  he  was  informed  by  Hugh  o,  his 
w.fe,  or  both  ; nor  could  he  know  any  thing  about  the  quantity  of  urine  drawn  ^ff  each

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“ one  of  which  remained  in  his  bladder  a whole  day,  during  which  time  lie  never  heard 
“ Hugh  make  the  lead  complaint,  tho’  he  faw  him  feveral  times  that  day* *  ’ To  this 
evidence,  which  is  perhaps  too  drong  for  Mr,  Hodgfon,  I (hall  add  an  extraft  from  the 
Report  Book  : 

Febrqary  27,  “ The  Catheter  was  introduced  about  eleven  o’clock  yefterday  morning, 
“ and  has  remained  in  his  bladder  ever  irnce,  and  through  which  his  urine  has  been  gra- 
“ dually  diddling  f.” 

The  eighth,  he  in  fome  meafure  admits;  confefles  he  was  guilty  of  a lie f , which  he 
attempts  to  palliate  and  extenuate  ; hut  in  what  manner?  by  telling  a great  number  more. 
In  dead  of  going  into  his  parlour,  &c.  Sec,  as  he  datesll,  he  told  me  in  the  dreet  that  he 
had  lent  his  Catheters  to  Mr.  Wm.  Hodgfon  of  Burgh  ; nor  did  he  enter  his  fhop  until 
we  had  borrowed  the  indruments  from  Mr.  Creighton  ; he  then,  I believe,  ftepped  into 
the  (hop  in  order  to  get  a little  oil.  If  he  had  gone  into  his  parlour  his  apprentices,  his 
fervant,  or  his  wife,  mud  have  feen  him  ; why  then  no  certificate,  no  depufition  upon 
oath,  as  upon  other  occafioris?  The  reafon  is  evident,  neither  his  wife,  his  apprentices, 
nor  his  fervant,  would  perjure  thcmfelves. 

But  fuppofe  we  admit  that  he  did  go  into  his  parlour,  &c.  &c.  when  he  found  Ins  m- 
ftruments  were  not  where  he  expe&ed  them,  he  would  have  made  fome  enquiry  before  he 
told  me  pofitively  that  he  had  lent  them  to  Mr.  Hodgfon  ; nor  would  he  have  permitted 
Mr.  H.  to  have  kept  them  upwards  of  three  months.  But  he  knew  that  he  had  behaved 
in  fa  illiberal  a manner  to  Mr.  Hodgfon,  of  Burgh,  previous  tc  the  24th  of  February, 
that  that  Gentleman  would  have  fcorned  to  have  alkcd  any  favour  of  him  at  that  tithe.

Mr.  Hodgfon,  Surgeon  at  Brampton,  and  Mr.  Hodgfon,  of  Burgh, 
who  were  both  his  apprentices,  have  declared  they  never  remember  feeing  any  Catheters 
in  his  pofleflion  ; and  Mr.  Graham,  who  has  been  with  him  nine  months,  never  faw  one 
till  a few  days  before  the  General  Meeting  on  the  2id  of  Augud*  . 

Berne  on  the  fubjeft  of  indruments,  I (hall  not  dilm.fs  it  without  informing  my  readers, 
that  Mr  Hodgfon  afferted  at  the  General  Meeting  that  he  was  amply  prov.ded  with 
“ indruments?”  and  in  his  State  of  Fads-ft,  he  fays,  “ my  education  has  taught  me 
- the  ufe  and  ncccflity  of  having  every  chirurgical  indrument  which  the  prefcnt  prac- 
..  lice  has  authorifed  or  adopted,  &c.  &c.”  Thefe  are  bold  affert.ons,  but  he  has  forgot 
the  proofs ; it  would  be  unkind  in  me  not  to  fupply  the  deficiency  : ^

All  thefe  arc  convincing  proofs  that  he  is  amply  provided  with  ihjlruments. 

I (hall  now  quote  a paffage  from  my  adversary's  State  of  Facia,  equally  beautiful  and 
perfpicuous  : “The  Doctor  f alfo  expatiates  with  fome  fort  of  pleafantry,  how  fometimet 
“ and  repeatedly  Mr.  Blain  introduced  Mr.  Creighton’s  catheters,  and  infills  upon  the 
“ honour  that  one  of  them  came  off  with  after  remaining  in  the  man’s  bladder  twentv- 
. * four  hours.  What  merriment  this  may  excite  in  the  patient  will  be  difficult  to  fay.” 
And  in  page  4,  he  talks  of  “ ill-judged  ridicule,  and  unmeaning  wit.”  Sed  Jluporem 
hotniuis , vel  dicam  pecudis,  attendite\.

At  the  top  of  page  7,  we  arc  informed  Dr.  Coulthard  cured  the  patient  by  a remedy. 
What  that  remedy  was  is  unknown  to  many  of  my  readers  ; but  they  will  no  doubt  fmile, 
whin  I inform  them  (from  what  was  mentioned  at  the  General  Meeting)  this  weak 
emaciated  aid  snan  was  ordered  to  lie  ftretchcd  on  his  back,  and  to  be  oppreffed  with 
either  a hoop,  a peck,  or  a fack  of  malt  on  his  belly  ; and  by  this  means  his  water  was 
prefled  out  of  his  bladder.  Would  it  not  have  been  better  to  have  placed  him  ip  a cheefe 
prefs  ? I believe  the  fa£l  is,  that  Dr.  Coulthard  was  the  firft  perfon  called  to  the  patient, 
but  never  faw  him  after  the  firft  day  ; and  I am  certain  he  has  too  much  good  fenfe  to 
have  ordered  fo  prepofterous  an  application. 

I now  come  to  the  25th  of  Auguft,  a remarkable  period  in  Mr.  Hotlgfon’s  practice**. 
He  then  accomplilhed  what  he  had  never  done  before.  On  this  day,  for  the  firft  time, 
he  had  the  honour  of  drawing  otf  Hugh  Sutherland’s  urine.  He  mull  have  been  a 

indeed  if  he  could  not  have  done  it  after  the  leflon  he  had 

received  from  Mr.  Blain.  But  how  did  he  perform  the  operation  ? Hugh  has  informed 
us.  “ He  had  hard  WJRK  at  firjl , but  got  it  done  at  lajl."  The  laft  time  he  drew  it

Mr  Hodgfon  recommended  one  Jofeph  Henderfon.  as  a proper  objed  to  the  D.fpcn- 
fary,  tho’  the  faiil  Jofeph  Henderfon  is  a Member  of  a Club,  to  which  C.uj  Mr.  H.^is

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the  Surgeon  ; and  from  which  Club  he  receives  a yearly  falary*,  for  giving  advice  and 
medicines  to  fuch  Members  as  are  out  of  health f.  Thus  to  fave  himfelf  about  three 
pennyworth  of  medicine  he  perverted  the  objett  of  the  charity.  Can  a ftronger  proof  be 
given  of  the  littlenefs  and  meannefs  of  the  man  ? 

Jane  Hornfby,  a poor  woman  from  the  country,  who  had  a large  tumour  on  her  arm, 
was  admitted  a patient,  and  was  anxious  to  have  an  operation  immediately  performed, 
in  order  that  (he  might  return  to  her  own  home  as  foon  as  poffible.  A confutation  was 
held  on  her  cafe  on  Saturday  the  5th  of  July,  when  it  was  agreeil  the  tumour  /hould  be 
removed.  I propofed  the  operation  (hould  be  performed  that  afternoon  ; no,  it  was 
market-day.  On  Sunday  ; no,  Mr.  Hodgfon  faidj,  “ his  confcience  would  not  permit 
“ him  to  do  it  on  Sunday,  he  thought  it  was  very  wrong  to  perform  operations  on  that 
“ day,  for  it  gave  people  an  opportunity  of  talking.”  “ Magna  vis  ejt  confcicntix.” 
Great  is  the  power  of  conlcience  ! the  mod  impious  and  abandoned  fometimes  feel  its  in- 
fluence. Mr.  H.  however,  felt  little  of  that  influence  ; for  what  purpofe  then  the  delay  ? 
(hall  I inform  my  readers  ? it  was  to  procure  inftruments.  And  accordingly,  betwixt 
Saturday  and  Monday,  the  day  the  operation  was  performed,  he  borrowed  of  Mr.  James. 
Surgeon  in  Carlifle,  a tourniquet ; of  Mr.  Lattimer,  Surgeon  at  Kirkofwald,  a knife  and 
two  needles ; and  of  Mr.  Hodgfon,  Surgeon  at  Burgh,  a cafe  containing  about  half  a 
dozen  needles.  Thus  prepared  with  the  neceffary  inftrmnents,  he  wa$  ready  on  Monday 
to  perform  the  operation.  But  how  did  he  perform  it?  I dare  not  tell  you  ||  ; all  that 
I am  allowed  to  fay  is,  that  if  Mr.  Jaekfon,  my  Farrier,  had  taken  off  a like  tumour  from 
my  horfe,  in  a fimilar  manner,  I (hould  never  have  employed  him  again.  When  the 
operation  was  finifhed,  Mr.  Blain,  Mr.  Creighton,  Mr.  Bell,  Mr.  Hodgfon,  and  myfelf 
came  up  to  the  Difpenfary  f,  where  I entered  a report  in  the  book,  which  I read  to  all 
the  Gentlemen,  purporting,  that  in  confequence  of  Mr.  Hodgfon’s  leaving  no  fkin  to

II  Altlio’  this  patient  had  an  exceeding  good  conftitution,  yet  it  was  forty-eight  davs 
before  her  arm  was  healed.  Had  the  operation  been  ptrfoimed  as  any  Burgeon 
would  have  done  it,  viz.  left  as  much  (kin  as  would  have  covered  the  furface  ofthe 
wound,  I have  not  the  lead  doubt  but  (he  would  have  been  perfectly  well  in  the  fc- -• 
of  ten  days. 

$ All  thefe  Gentlemen  were  prefent  when  the  operation  was  performed. 
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cover  the  furface  of  the  wound,  the  cure  would  be  confiderably  retarded.  Upon  which, 
with  the  utmolt  effrontery,  he  aflerted  over  and  over  again  in  the  llrongeft  terms,  that  he 
“ had  left  as  much  fkin  as  perfe&ly  covered  the  furface  of  the  wound*”  Mr. 
Creighton,  Mr.  Blain,  and  Mr.  Bell  were  aflonifhed  and  confounded!  I call  this  one  of 
Mr.  H’s.  bold  and  audacious  lies.  The  wound  was  afterwards  dreffed  in  the  prefence  of 
the  fame  Gentlemen  ; its  fize  was  meafured,  and  it  proved  to  be  upwards  of  three  inches 
in  diameter , which  was  confiderably  broader  than  the  bafe  of  the  tumour*. 

I have  now  done  with  Mr.  Hodgfon.  He  perhaps  may  write  again,  “ to  maintain 
“ his  jttjl  poffejfion-\  but  the  world  will  recolleft  that  “ Jlubborn  audacity  is  the  lajl 
“ refuge  of  guilt."

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Mr.  Hodgfon  wrote  me  a letter,  dated  July  21,  in  which  he  wilhe3  to  know,  whether 
I ft  ill  approve  the  following  direftions  for  opening  into  the  Antrum  Maxillnrc  for  the 
difeharge  of  matter  or  infe&s,  which,  by  his  notes,  he  finds  I propofed  when  he  attended 
mv  Courfe  of  Ledlures. 

“ Your  orders  are  to  draw  the  fourth  Molaris,  and  to  pafs  a Trocar  dire&ly  upwards, 
“ through  the  focket,  into  the  Antrum  : But  if  a patient  fliould  not  fubrnit  to  have  a 
“ tooth  extrafted,  or  if  they  have  already  been  extra&ed,  and  the  fockets  obliterated, 
**  you  may  pierce,  into  the  cavity,  on  the  outlide  of  the  jaw,  j it  it  above  the  laid  tooth, 
“ and,  to  keep  open  the  opening  for  the  free  exit  of  matter  or  infedts,  and  to  allow  you 
“ to  tlirow  up  an  injedtion.  To  accomplifh  this  you  introduce  a Silver  Canula,  which 
“ is  to  remain  until  the  cure  is  perfefted.” 

He  then  mentions  the  cafe  you  alfo  deferibe,  in  which  he  operated  in  a way  fimilar  to 
that  I had  advifed.  He  fays  nothing  of  you  nor  of  a difpute  with  any  perfon. 

I wrote  my  anfwer  to  him,  as  I am  obliged  to  do  this  to  you,  in  a hurry,  and,  not 
thinking  it  material,  1 kept  no  copy  of  it.  But  in  fubllance  I obfeived,  that  he  had 
very  fully  exprefTed  my  diredlions  in  the  notes  he  had  taken  from  my  Lcdlures  ; that  I 
faw  no  occafion  to  make  any  alteration  in  the  method  I had  propofed  ; and  of  courfe  I 
concluded  that  Mr.  Hodgfon  had  performed  his  operation  in  a proper  manner. 

Mr.  Hodgfon  wrote  nothing  about  the  cafe  of  Steatom  ; I think  therefore  I need  fay 

nothing  about  it.  . 

I hope  you  will  continue  to  publifh  your  Obfervations  on  the  Bills  or  Mortality  ; 
a comparifon  of  fuch  Obfervations,  made  with  accuracy  in  different  places,  mull 

attended  with  many  advantages,  general  as  well  as  local.

I HEREBY  certify  that  I know  nothing  about  any  of  the  particulars  mentioned  in  1 the 
State  of  Fads,  except  that  there  was  fome  difference  of  opinion  between  Dr.  Heylham 
and  Mr.  Hodgfon,  when  Mr.  Hodgfon  was  going  to  operate  on  Ann  Liddell  ; but  I 
have  no  recolledlion  of  the  particulars  of  that  difference  of  opinion.  I alfo  certify  that, 
tho’  I have  attended  Mr.  Hodgfon’s  fhop  near  nine  months,  yet  I never,  during  that 
time,  faw  any  Catheters  in  Mr.  Hodgfon’s  poffeffion  till  within  a few  days  before  the 
General  Meeting  on  the  22d  of  Augull,  when  I faw  two  or  three  which  Mr.  Hodgfon 
defired  might  be  cleaned.  Thefe,  viz.  the  catheters  and  fome  pocket  .nllrument.  are  the 
only  indruments  I have  ever  feen  in  his  poffeffion.

Mr.  Blain  declares,  that  Dr.  Heyfham  called  upon  him,  a little  after  one  o’clock  111  the 
afternoon,  when  he  was  at  dinner,  on  the  24th  of  February,  1783,  and  delired  linn  to  go 
to  a poor  man  who  was  in  great  danger  and  didrefs  from  a fuppreflion  of  urine.  ^ 
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he  took  his  own  Catheters  along  with  him,  and  went  immediately  with  the  Doctor,  who 
conducted  him  to  Hugh  Sutherland’s  houfe.  Upon  his  entering  the  room,  he  enquired 
of  Mr.  Hodgfon,  Surgeon,  who  was  along  with  the  patient,  what  was  the  matter. — That 
Mr.  Hodgfou  told  him,  he  had  been  attempting  to  take  off  Huoh  Sutherland’s  water, 
but  found  fuch  an  obdru&ion  in  the  Urethra  as  made  it  impoflible,  or  words  to  that 
etfcft.  At  the  fame  time  Mr.  Hodgfon  took  up  a Catheter,  which  he  imagines  was  the 
fame  which  Mr.  Hodgfon  had  been  tiling,  and  offering  it  to  Mr.  Blain,  faid,  Will  you 
or  do  you  try. — That  Mr.  Blain  told  him  he  would  make  ufc  of  his  own  Catheter, 
which  he  had  been  accuftomed  to,  but  did  not  examine  the  inftruinent  which  Mr. 
Hodgfon  offered  him. — That  he  then  placed  the  patient  in  a proper  pofition,  and  drew 
off  his  urine  without  the  lead  difficulty. — That  while  he  was  performing  the  operation 
he  made  a flop  for  a fecond  of  time  or  two,  in  order  to  adjuff  his  own  fituation  which 
was  fomewhat  uneafy. — That  Mr.  Hodgfon  then  faid,  'Tttre  it  thi  ihJiruSiion,  and 
immediately  afterwards  the  inilrument  entered  the  man's  bladder;  by  which  a very  large- 
quantity  of  urine  was  drawn  off,  and  the  patient  indantly  relieved. — That  the  mine  was 
then  meafured  in  his  prefence  ; but  cannot  at  this  time  recoiled  the-  precife  quantity  ; 
hut  very  well  remembers  that  fotne  perfon  was  fent  out  of  the  houfe  to  borrow  a mcafure 
for  that  purpofe. 

Mr.  Blain  further  declares  that  he  drew  off  Hugh  Sutherland’s  urine  a fecond  time 
that  day,  viz.  about  four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  with  his  own  Catheter,  in  the  prtjfencc 
of  his  apprentice  ; and  that  he  drew  it  off  a third  time  the  fame  day,  about  feven  or  eight 
o’clock  in  the  evening,  with  Mr.  Creighti  n’s  Catheter,  and  without  the  lead  difficulty. 
He  thinks  the  urine  drawn  off  the  fecond  time  was  nearly  equal  to  what  was  drawn  off 
the  ftrd  time  ; but  that  the  quantity  drawn  off  the  third  time  was  lbmewhat  lefs.  He 
likewife  declares,  that  he  afterwards  frequently  introduced  Mr.  Creighton’s  Catheter, 
and  always  with  the  fame  cafe  as  his  own  ; and  that  he  never  at  any  one  time  introduced 
fird  his  own,  and  immediately  after  Mr.  Creighton’s. — That  he  is  of  opinion  Mr. 
Creighton’s  Catheters  are  very  good  ones. 

And  he  declares  that  both  Hugh  Sutherland  and  his  wife,  (after  Hugh  was  difmiflcd 
from  the  Difpenfary,  and  was  able  to  walk  about  the  town)  returned  their  thanks  to  him 
frequently,  and  expreffed  themfelves  in  the  moft  grateful  manner,  always  bleffing  him  for 
what  he  had  done  j acknowledging  that  he,  Mr.  Blain,  had  fa  veil  Hugh  Sutherland's 
life.  That  Hugh  Sutherland,  who  he  underdood  was  difmiffed  from  the  Difpenfary  on 
the  13th  of  March,  applied  to  him,  Mr.  Blain,  fo  late  as  the  26th  of  May,  for  advice 
and  medicines  ; and  told  him  he  was  afraid  his  gravelly  complaint  was  going  to  return  — 
He  accordingly  gave  him  advice,  and  applied  what  he  hoped  might  be  of  ufe  to  him 
Mr.  Blain  further  declares,  that  on  Saturday  the  23d  of  Auguft,  the  day  after  the 
Genera  Meeting,  he  went  up  to  Mary  Sutherland,  Hugh’s  wife,  who  was  converf.i.y

Robert  Himdh,  Mr.  Biain's  apprentice,  declares,  that  he  went  with  his  mailer  to 
Mlit  Hugh  Sunderland  about  four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  24th  of  February 
17S3,  and  faw  Mr.  Blain  draw  off  Hugh  Sutherland’s  urine  with  his  own  Catheter* 
aeitliei  Di.  Heyfliam,  Mr.  Hodglon,  or  any  oilier  medical  perfon  being  prefent.  That 
he  thinks  there  was  about  three  pints  of  urine  ; is  certain  there  was  above  a quart.  He 
further  declares  that  lie  vifited  Hugh  Sutherland  a fecond  time  with  his  mafter  that  fame 
evening,  viz.  about  feven  or  eight  o’clock,  or  before  the  ilfual  time  of  locking  up  the 
(hop  , and  that  his  mafter  defirtd  him  to  go  to  Mr.  Creighton,  and  borrow  Mr. 
Creighton's  Catheters;  that  he  did  fo,  and  returned  with  the  Catheters  immediately. 
That  lie  then  faw  his  mailer  introduce  Mr.  Creighton’s  Catheter  without  the  lead  dif- 
ficulty, with  which  he  drew  off  nearly  the  fame  quantity  of  urine  as  he  had  done  before, 
viz.  at  four  o’clock.  He  further  declares  that  a little  while  after  Mr.  Creighton’s 
Catheter  had  been  withdrawn,  and  was  lying  on  the  table,  Dr.  Heyfliam  came  in,  and 
Mr.  Blain  told  him  that  he  had  juft  performed  the  above  operation  with  Mr.  Creighton’s 
Catheter.  He  alfo  declares  that  he  afterwards  faw-  Mr.  Blain  frequently  draw  off  Hugh 
Sutherland’s  urine  with  Mr.  Creighton’s  Catheters,  one  of  which  remained  in  his  bladder 
a whole  day;  during  which  time  lie  never  heard  Hugh  Sutherland  make  the  lead  com- 
plaint, tho’  he  faw  him  fevcral  times  that  very  day.  At  another  time  lie  fays  Mr.  Blain 
introduced  a dexible  Catheter,  which  remained  in  his  bladder  about  three  or  four  hours, 
when  it  was  taken  out  on  account  of  the  pain  which  it  occafioned.  He  never  heard  his 
mailer  or  Dr.  Heyfliam  tell  Hugh  Sutherland  that  the  fnftrument  was  left  in  the  bladder 
tp  try  an  experiment,  or  wvords  to  that  effed. 

He  further  declares  that  the  following  paragraph,  towards  the  bottom  of  page  6th  of 
the  State  of  Fads,  is  a dired  and  abfolute  falsehood  : 

“ But  the  Dodor’s  memory,  which  appears  very  deceitful,  will  be  greatly  refrefhed, 
“ by  giving  attention  to  Mr.  Biain’s  apprentice,  who  declared,  that  one  of  them  was  but 
“ once  introduced,  and  that  immediately  after  the  water  had  been.fird  drawn  off  by 
“ Mr.  Biain's  own  intlrument.” 

He  never  made  ufe  of  any  filch  words;  as  mod  of  the  Governors  of  the  Difpenfary 
mull  know,  for  be  declared  the  very  reverfe  of  what  is  afferted  before  them  in  the 
Town-Hall  on  Friday  evening  the  22dof  Auguft.

Benjamin  Bell,  Apothecary  to  the  Carlifle  Difpenfary,  declares  that  Hugh  Suther- 
land came  to  the  Difpenfary  on  the  4th  of  July,  1783,  to  be  admitted  as  a patient  for  a 
chronic  rheumatifin.  After  he  had  been  fome  time  in  the  room,  Dr.  Heyfham  afke  1 
Hugh  Sutherland  how  long  he  thought  Mr.  Hodgfon  might  be  in  attempting  to  intro- 
duce the  Catheter,  he  anfwered  he  could  not  tell,  but  it  was  a long  time.  That  the 
Dodor  then  faid  recoiled  yourfelf  Hugh,  and  be  as  exad  as  you  can,  as  you  way  be 
■ •ailed  upon  again  ; do  you  think  it  was  fifteen  minutes ; Hugh  then  faid,  that  he  thought 

it 
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it  was  twenty  minutes  or  more,  and  that  Mr.  Hodgfon  brought  away  nothing  but  blood, 
and  put  him  to  a great  deal  of  pain.  That  Dr.  Heylham  then  defired  Benjamin  Bell 
to  take  particular  notice  of  what  he  had  heard  Hugh  Sutherland  declare,  as  it  might 
afterwards  be  of  ufe. 

Benjamin  Bell  further  declares,  that  he  went  to  Hugh  Sutherland’s  houfe  on  the  27th 
ofAuguft,  in  order  to  difmifs  him  for  irregularity  ; at  which  time  Hugh  Sutherland  told 
him  that  he  had  been  feized  with  a fuppreflion  of  urine  on  the  25th,  or  two  days  before, 
that  he  fent  for  Mr.  Hodgfon  to  draw  off  his  water,  who  he  faid  had  hard  ivarh  at  firji, 
but  got  it  done  at  laji.  That  Mr.  Hodgfon  had  then  drawn  it  off  four  times;  that  the 
lail  time  he  had  made  two  trials,  but  fucceeded  the  fccond  ; and  that  Dr.  Waite  had  been 
along  with  Mr.  Hodgfon,  but  does  not  recoiled  whether  every  time  or  not.  Mr.  Bell 
declares  there  were  three  Catheters  in  the  room,  one  of  which  had  a confiderable  quantity 
of  clotted  blood  on  the  end  of  it  ; that  when  he  was  taking  away  the  medicines,  which 
had  been  fent  from  the  Difpenfary,  Hugh  defired  him,  feveral  times  in  an  anxious  manner, 
to  let  them  remain,  faying  they  arc  of  much  ufe  to  me,  and  none  to  you.
